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NEN IN MASKS. 
HOLD UP TRAIN 
“NEAR CHICAGI 


They Wrecked Mail Car with 
Dynamite but Obtained 
No Booty, 


FUSILLADE. OF SHOTS 
TO SCARE PASSENGERS 


Robbers Stopped the Train by Build- 
ing a Large Fire on the Track. 
Searched in Vain for 
the Express Car. 


Chicago, July %1.—The Baltimore and 
Ohio passenger train from the east which 
was due to arrive in the Grand Central 
depot, Chicago, at 9 o’clock tonight, was 
held up by five masked’ men at 6 o’clock 
tonight between Edgemoor and Grand 
Calumet Heights, Indiana, 31 miles out 
from Chicago. One of the mail cars, 
which coritained no money, was Byna- 
mited and wrecked. 

The attempt at robbery was made after 
the two mail cars had been detached 
from the train and run a quarter of a 
mile ahead. The failure of the robbers 
to make a rich haul was due to the fact 
that the express car, which contained 
the train’s treasure, was in an unusual 
place. It was the third car in the train. 
After wrecking the mail car and obtain- 
ing no booty the robbers disappeared 
without attempting to rectify their mis- 
‘ take. The only loot that they carried 
away with them as a result of their ad= 
venture was the gold watch of the en- 
gineer. Most of the train men were shot 
at and had narrow escapes from the bul- 
lets. No person was injured either by the 
dynamite or firearms. 

The place where the robbery occurred 
is a lonely district in which few people 
live and hours are far between. No bet- 
ter place for a train robbery could be 
desired by the robbers. 

The train was running at a high rate 
ef speed as it passed Calumet Heights 


and recites i prostos the station | 
Pngiheer Collins saw directly in front of 


his engine a large fire on which some 
rails had been placed. He slowed down 
and. as he did so three men wearing 
masks over their faces jumped into the 
cab and covered Collins and his fireman, 
James Whipple, with revolvers. 

Panic in Sleeping Car. 

Just before climbing into the cab the 
three men commenced to fire with their 
revolvers in order to frighten away all 
assistance. The shots produced the live- 
liest kind of a panic in the @leeping cars, 
where the passengers made every effort 
to hide their money and valuables before 
the robbers could get at them. No at- 
tempt was made, however, to rob any of 
the passengers. The fusillade had the ef- 
fect of making them keep inside the cars. 

After mounting the engine the robbers, 
covering the engineer and fireman with 
their revolvers, -made them step down 
and go back the length of two cars. They 
ordered the men to uncouple the first two 
cars, which was done. They then hustled 
the two trainmen back into the cab and 
still keeping the engineer covered wWith 
revolvers, directed him to pull up some 
distance from the rest of the train. 

Collins ran up 200 feet and was then 
directed to stop. He did so and while one 
of the men remained to guard him the 
others jumped off and hurling dynamite 
at the door of the car which they judged 
to be the express car, burst open the 
door. Hastily climbing in to get at the 
safe they were astonished to find that 
they had broken into a mail car. They 
threatened the engineer with death for 
not telljng them that the cars which they 
had uncoupled were not express cars and 
ordered him to return and uncouple the 
mext car behind the baggage cars. 


Hunting for Booty. 


Climbing once more into his cab, Col- 
lins backed his engine down, coupled on 
to the third car, which the fireman was 
made to uncouple at the rear end, and 
still with the muzzle of a revolver at his 
head, Collins was ordered to run down 
the track as before. He drew from the 
balance of the train about the same dis- 
tance as on the first occasion, and the rob- 
bers, still leaving him under the charge 
of one of their number, made for this 
car. When they reached it they found 
to their great wrath that they had at- 
tacked*another mai! car, and that it con- 
tained no money. The train had been 
delayed fully thirty minutes, and, evident- 
ly fearing that if they delayed any longer, 
help would be coming to the train’s crew, 
the robbers gave up the attempt to rob the 
train, and jumping down ran into a thick- 
et at the side of the track and dis- 
appeared. 

he train was hastily made up, and 
came on to Chicago, arriving here some- 
what late, a stop having been made at 
Whiting to report the attempted robbery. 
Officers were sent after the robbers, and 
within an hour after the attempt a large 

osse was on their trail. Charles A. 

ss, conductor of the train, brought 
into. the city tonight several sticks of 
dynamite that the robbers left at the side 
of the track. 
The Conductor’s Story. 


“T heard some shooting,”’ said the con- 
ductor, “and looked out to see what was 
the matter. I saw the engineer and fire- 
man running down the track. I had no 
time to look at more than that, for I saw 
two flashes of flame ti®se to the car and 
@ bullet went by my head, as one of them 
called out: Keep your head in there, 
if you don’t want it blown off.’ | 

“ ‘Certainly,’ I said, and I pulled it fn 
as quickly as I knew how. When I heard 
the men go off up the track I ‘expected 
them to go back again in a few minftes. 
' However, they had no better luck that 
time than on the first trip, and it was not 
a robbery of much profit to them.”’ 

F. A. Applegate, of Newark, Ohio, tha 
express messenger, no idea that a 
robbery was being attempted until he 
heard the shooting on the outside. He 
then seized a rifie and climbed on the 
top of the safe. He was not molested in 
any way, however. He_said there was 
considerable gold and silver in the car, 
and that the robber might have secured a 
rich booty if they had e to the right

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Another Day of Iba by Leaders

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DETECTIVES WATCHING 
LEADERS OF STRIKERS 


Trust Officials Seem Pleased with 
the Way Things Are Going. 
Shaffer Refuses To Make 
Statement in Regard 

: to Situation. 


Pittsburg, Pa., July 31.—‘‘Hope deferred 
maketh the heart sick.’’ This is expres- 
Sive of the feelings of the majority of 
Pittsburgers tonight outside of the in- 
ner circle of the Amalgamated associa- 
tion executive board who have been con- 
sidering the proposals for a settlement 
of the steel strike for two days without 
agreement. How the members of the 
board feel is known to no man on the 
outside. 

The second day of the executive board's 
deliberations was notable for the many 
rumors in circulation and for the con- 
spicuous dearth of results. The absence 
of three ot the principal members of the 
board from the sessions today gave rise 
to the story that the members were di- 
vided in their ideas of the peace proposals 
and that in order to satisfy all Secre- 
tary Wiliams had been.sent to New 
York to seek modifications at the hands 
of Messrs. Morgan and Schwab, while 
Assistant Secretary Tighe and Trustee 
Morgan had received a commission to 
visit Senator Hanna to secure his aid 
in bringing about an amicable arrange- 
ment. Nothing tangible could be learn- 
ed concerning the supposed trips. 

Summary of the Situation. 

The condition of affairs tonight may 
be summed up in this paragraph: 

The steel workers’ strike against the 
United States Steel Corporation is still 
unsettled. The status of the contest is 
unchanged; the men sre fighting for ev- 
ery advantage, while the companies in- 
volved are strengthening their positions 
as much as possible. The conference 
of the members of the general executive 
board of the Amalgamated association, 
which was expected to gettle the trouble 
one way or the other today, adjourned 
at 6 o'clock tonight without accomplish- 


ing its purpose. 

When President Shaffer was asked for 
‘some statement as to the condition of 
the conference and the probability of a 
settlement, he said: 

“There will be no statement given out 
todav. I expect to call another meet- 
ing of the board tomorrow at 10 o’clock. 
I will be present at this meeting and 
will not be out of the city tonight.”’ 

Confidence was felt in some circles to- 
day that the strike would eventually be 
settled on the propositions made by Mr. 
Morgan. 

Trust Officials Confident. 

The officials of the steel companies who 
have been acting for the United States 
Steel Corporation in this matter were ap- 
parently hopeful and light-hearted. The 
delays in the settlement are fully under- 
stood by the Morgan representatives, and 
while all maintain the sternest silence 
regarding the matter, they are not able 
to conceal their feelings of contentment 
and satisfaction over the way things are 
going. One of these officials remarked 
to a friend today that if the strike was 
not settled he would be more than sur- 
prised. 

After the meeting began this morning 
its formal proceedings the discussion 
was apparently lifeless. Much of the 
time was spent by the members wander- 
ing about the offices of the organization. 

At noon the officials adjourned for 
lunch. Shortly after 2 o’clock the con- 
ference was resumed. A recess was taken 
at frequent intervals, showing that much 
of the meeting was devoted to killing 
time during the absence of the Officials 
who were on mysterious missions. At 
4 o’clock President Shaffer and Vice Pres- 
ident Reese left the Duilding, going to 
the Carnegie building, where they held 
a brief consultation with Joseph E. 
Schwab and Veryl Preston, who spent 
most of the dav in the Carnegie offices. 
Within an hour the two Amalgamated 
men returned to their offices. 

Detectives on the Watch. 

About the entrance of the headquar- 
ters building in Seventh avenue groups 
of men were gathered all] afternoon. Some 
were members of the Amalgamated asso- 
ciation. others were private detectives, 
who watched every move made by Pres- 
ident Shaffer and other legders of tl} 
Amalgamated association. Whose inter- 
ests were thus being guarded could only 
be surmised, but the Amalgamated as- 
sociation men firmly believed: that the 
watchers were in the employ of the man- 
ufacturers. 

A number of strik}:g steel workers 
from the Pittsburg mills of the American 
Steel Hoop Company were among the 
watchers about the headquarters. One 
who claimed to be among the oldest. mem- 
bers of the Amalgamated association and 
who has passed through no less than 
four great strikes said he hoped the 
strjke would not be settled on the terms 
offered. He wanted the issue fought to 
a finish now. He safa that there was 
no use in temporizing in this matter, 
and if the settlement was made now it 
would only mean that it would have to 
be fought all over again. 


STRIKERS WON THEIR FIGHT. 


Forced the Reinstatement of Dis- 
charged Workmen. 

Pittsburg, July 31.—A strike of thirty 
men, members of the Amalgamated As- 
sociation, employed at the Twenty-ninth 
street mill of the Carnegie Steel Company, 
last night because of the discharge of one 
man, Patrick Frey, a rougher, was settled 
today by the reinstatement of Frey and 
the strikers returned to work. Frey had 
been active in organizing the men in 
the mill, and when the officiels discovered 
Frey’s work, he was discharge4. 

The members of the association at onc 
quit work and the company was forced to 
close down the mills. The action of the 
men was a surprise to the mill managers,

CIPRIANO CASTRO, 
President of Venezuela. 
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FLIES BANNER OF REVOLT 


Dr. Cardaris Leads the Revolution 
Against Castro, of Venezuela. 


MARTIAL LAW IS DECLARED 


Entire Country Said To Be Ready To 
Rise Against the Pres- 
ident. 


Willemstad, Island of Curacoa, July 31— 
Dr. Rangel Cardaris, at the: head of 5,000 
men, has revolted against President Cas- 
tro, of Venezuela. The insurgents are 
near San Antonio de Tachira, on the Co- 
lombian frontier. The Venezuelan gov- 
ernment has sent 10,000 troops to the. 
scene of the uprising. The situation is 
grave. Other outbreaks are expected. 
The whole country is ready to rise 
against President Castro. Constitutional 
guarantees have been suspended and 
complications with Colombia are feared. 
Washington Advised of Resolution. 

Washington, July 31.—The state depart- 
ment today received the following tele- 
gram from the American legation at Ca- 
racas: 

*‘Martial law has been declared in 
Venezuela by the president of the coun- 
try in consequence of the invasion of a 
revolutionary force from Colombia. It is 
reported that an army of 10,000 men will 
meet the invaders.”’ 

Up to the hour when the departments 
closed today the state department had 
not called upon the navy department for 
a ship to go into Venezuelan waters. In 
view of the serious condition of affairs 
there and the unsettled condition in the 
neighboring republic of Colombia it is 
not improbable that an American war- 
ship will be sent to the scene of the 
trouble for the protection of American 
interests. If a ship is called for some 
difficulty might be experienced in. finding 
a suitable vessel for the mission. About 
the only ship available at this time is the 
small gunboat Machias, fitting at the 
Boston navy yard. That vfssel would, 
however, not be ready to sail for about 
two weeks. There is not a single Amert- 
can warship in southern waters. In case 
of extreme urgency one of the battle- 
ships now in commission could, of course, 
be sent. 

No Truth in the Report. 


New York, July 31.—Gonzales Esteves, 
consul general for Venezuela, when he 
saw the dispatch from Willemstad said 
that there was no truth in the report ofa 
revolution in Venezuela. 

“As late as 4 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon,” he added, ‘I received a cable 
message from the minister of foreign af- 
fairs in Venezuela, which read: ‘All 
right. Country at peace.’ 

‘Dr. Rangel Cardaris, who i is said is 
at the head of the revolution, is only a 

hysician and has had no military train- 

ng. He is not capable of directing mili- 
tary movements. It is true that he is op- 
posed politically to President Castro. For 
that reason he left the country and is 
now hiding in Colombia, across she bor- 
der, but he is not a revolutionist. Nearly 
all of the revolutionary element live on 
the island of Curacoa, and from there 
they are continually sending false stories 
of revolution in Venezueéla.’’

MORGAN ADJUDGZED BANERUPT 


He Owed Over $214,000 ,and As- 
sets Agyregated $12,000. 

New York, July 31.—Charles W. Morgan, 
a stock broker who did business as C. W. 
Morgan & Co., at Nos. 71 and 140 Broad- 
way, and in Philadelphia and Washing- 
ton, has been adjudged a bankrupt by 
Judge Thomas in the United States district 
court in this city, at the instance of \a- 
rious creditors. Last December Morgan 
made a general assignment for the bene- 
fit of his creditors. The schedules filed 
by the assignee in the supreme court 
show liabilities of over $214,000 and assets 
of rot quite $12,000.

WORK OF THE BIBLE SOCIETY. 


Annual Report Shows an Increase in 
Receipts. 


New York, July 31.—The eighty-fifth an- 
nual report of the American Bible Society 
shows that there is a slight increase in 
the receipts. The total 
year, at home and abroad, amount to 1,- 
654,128. Of these 580,513 were distributed 
in the United Sttes and 973,615 in foreign 
lands. During the cighty-five years of its 
life in the nineteenth century the socicty 
received $30,605,390, including trust funds. 
During this period it has at great expense 
translated the scriptures into many lan- 
guages and established a colportage in all 
islands where American missionaries 
have penetrated, and ‘ts issues have been 
68,923,434 volumes. 

In the Philippine islands some progress

No part of the revenue of 
such industries to be appliad to the re- 
duction of taxes in property of the capi- 
talist class, but to be applied wholly to 
the increase of wages and shortening of 
the hours of labor of the employees, to 
the improvement of the service and di- 
minishing the rates to the consumers. 

“The progressive reduction of the hours 
o§ labor, the increase of wages in order 
to decrease the share of the capitalist 
and increase the share of the working 
man in the product of labor. 

“State or national insurance of working 
people in case of accidents, lack of em- 
ployment, sickness and want in old age; 
the funds for this purpose to be collected 
from the revenue of the capitalist class 
and to be administered under the control 
of the working class. 

“The inauguration of a system of pub- 
lic industries, public credit to be used 
for that purpose, in order that the work- 
ers be secured the full product of their 
labor.

S VIOLATED 


Otherwise He Will Not Interfere 
with Jeffries-Ruhlin Con- 
lest in Savannah,’ 


MAJ, BYALS CAME UP TO 
GET A TIP ON MATTER 


Governor Candler Asserts He Has 
Not Given Permission for the 
Fight To Take Place—There 
Will Not Be Another 
Waycross War. 


Governor Candler was asked yesterday 
by Major G. M. Ryals, of Savannah, what 
action he would take should a scientific 
boxing contest be given in Savannah be- 
tween Jeffries and  Ruhlin during the 
state fair, or if he would permit such a 
contest to take place. 

The following, which was wired by 
Governor Candler to The New York 
World, probably best expresses his att!- 
tude with reference to the proposed bout: 

“T have not agreed to permit Jeffries 
and Ruhlin to fight in Savannah. [| have 
no authority to license prize fighting in 
this state. Any gentleman may come 
into Georgia and depart unmolested, un- 
less he; while here, violates the law. In 
such case he will be held and punished 
for his crime. I do not regard pugilism 
as a manly art. A. D. CANDLER,” 

The foregoing reply was sent to The 
Werld in answer to the following tele- 
graphic request: 

“Governor A. D. Candler, Atlanta, Ga.— 
Will you please wire The World at our 
expense whether you have agreed to per- 
mit Jeffries and Ruhlin to fight in Savan- 
nah, and if it is your pleasure, give us 
your opinion of pugilism as a manly art. 

“NEW YORK WORLD.” 

Governor Candler stated in his tele- 
gram just about what he told Major 
Ryals; in effect, that he would take no 
action in the matter unless the law was 
violated, in which event he would en- 
deavor to see to it that the guilty parties 
were punished. 

Major Ryals Presents the Case. 

Major Ryals called on the governor yes- 
terday morning and in an informal talk 
made his formal request for information. 
He explained to Governor Candler that 
the management of the state fair in Sa- 
vannah were desirous of securing there 
during the fair in October a scientific 
boxing contest, in which it was expected 
that the participants would be the well- 
known boxers, Jeffries and Ruhlin. 

‘What is a boxing contest?’ the gov- 
ernor asked of Major Ryals. “I dont 
think I quite understand the thing.” 

“Neither do I,” replied the major, 
‘“‘but—"’ 

“Ts it a slugging match?’ the governor 
broke in. 

“Why no; it’s nothing so bad as that,”’ 
Major Ryals' replied, very promptly. 
“They'll just box for points, as I undef- 
stand it. They'll wear gloves; light 
gloves, of course, on account of the warm 
climate we have down there, but as we 
contemplate it, there’s no harm in 7.” 

“Well.” said the governor, “I shall not 
do anything in the matter until the law 
is violated. If the law is violated, then 
I will do my best to catch and punish the 
guilty parties.” 

That expressed Governor Candler’s at- 
titude with regard to the matter véeTy 
clearly. 

“That Is quite satisfactory to us,” said 
Major Ryals, and he appeared to think he 
could carry a very favorable report back 
to Savannah. 

Will Not Violate the Law. . 

“You see,” said Major Ryals, in talking 
to a representative of The Constitution, 
“we have never had any intention of vio- 
lating the law. We would not do so un- 
der any circumstances. Our idea fs sim- 
ply to have a scientific boxing contést of, 
a limited number of rounds, say twenty- 
five. We will then employ the partict- 
pants at so much salary to come there 
and give their exhibition. There will be 
né prize for one man knocking the other 
out or anything like that, but simply a 
straightout employment of the men to 
box for the number of rounds stated." 

Major Ryals expressed himsélf as highly 


satisfied with his conference with the -& 


governor. He says that there will be no 
trouble in giving the exhibition under the 
circumstances, as there will be no vio- 
lation of the law and no reason for any 


interference by the authorities of the 


law. 
While the governor is not saying much 


on the subject, it is understood there 
will be no such thing as a repetition of 
the Waycross war, now famous in his- 
tory. It appears from what he has sald 
that if there is a contest that develops 
into a knockout fight, and it Is considered 
a violation of the Georgia statute against 
assault and battery, the governor may 
be heard from. Otherwise, it would ap- 
pear, he will not have anything much to 


say.

Rome, Ga., July $1.—(Special.)—The feat- 
ure of the grand jury’s report teday was 
the part relating to the examination of 
Tax Collector V. T. Sanford’s books. 

‘ The report shows total collect2>d as 


shown by Sanford’s cash book and state-. 


ments, $54,950; total amount collected and 
unaccounted for $34,085; making the total 
amount of collections $89,035. 

Disbursements are as follows: Paid 
state treasurer on general and poll tax, 
~ "$88,900; paid countmy treasurer, $24,100, 
“making the total amount due the state 
and county by Tax Collector Sanford on 
1900 taxes, after deducting commissions, 
etc., $34,090, as shown by the cash book.. 
stub book ani execution dockets, 

The report further shows a number of 
@iacrepancies between the amounts of 
stub ard amounts entered on the cash 
book with a balance due Mr, Sanford 
of 340. 

Mr. Sanford has been indicted on two 
bills. One charges him with a shortage 
of $15,500 for the state; the other is for 
$18,800 for the county. 

The grand jury roasts the county com- 
missioners, declaring them responsible, in 
@ areat degree. for the condition of affairs 
in the tax collector's office and accusing 
them of gross negligence in not question- 
ing the correctness of the tax collector's 
monthly reports. ‘ 

The jury also calls attention to what it 
styles the unequal manner in which the 
taxes are collected, claiming that some 
citizegs have been specially indulged cn 
these matters. 

Mr. Sanford’s friends express much in- 
dignation over the report. His past rec- 
ord of unspotted integrity is held up and 
it is almost generally believed that he 
will be enabled to explain away many 
apparent errors. They claim that after 
all. insolvent accounts are considered and 
after all collections are in, the apparent 
discrepancies will be wiped out, 

Tomorrow's Tribune will urge that 
judgment be suspended until Mr. San- 
‘ford, who hes been out of the city all day, 
--cam be heard from. This paper will voice 
“the sentiment of many when it says: ‘“‘We 
do not believe Mr. Sanford has knowing- 
ly or intentionally misused the county's 
money, and if any errors have crept into 
his accounts they will no doubt. be 
promptly corrected. Mr. Sanford is under 
‘bond and the state and county can in no 
event lose anything.” 

The United States Fidelity and Guaran- 
tee Company, of Baltimore, is on San- 
ford’s bond for $125,000.

DEATH OF MR. HENRY SPIER.

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TWO RECEIVERS IN CHARGE 


Clash in Columbus, Between State 
and Federal Courts. 


EACH APPOINTS A RECEIVER 


Unique Case in Columbus—How It 
Happened That Two Receivers 
Have Charge of Same Goods. 


Columbus, Ga., July 31.—(Special.)—An 
interesting elash of the ccurts has arisen 
in the case of Roland D. Jones, as a re- 
sult of which two rereivers have charge 
of Jones’ stock of’ goods. Sheriff Roberts, 
representing Judge Butt’s court, has the 
stock of goods in charge in the name of 
the superior court of Muscogee county, 
and claims to be the one’and only orig- 
inal, receiver. He’ has the door of the 
store securely locked. Judge W. H. Me- 
Crory, representing Judge Newman's 
court, is in charge-in behalf of the fed- 
eral gourt. He not only has the door 
locked, but has it secured with an old- 
fashioned Georgia trace chain. Neither 
receiver can gain admission except by 
consent of the other. The case is a 
unique one, and ig paralleled locally 
only by the famous litigation of a year 
or two ago when two sets of receivers 
were appointed for the Eagle and Phenix 
mills, one by Judge Newman and one 
by Judge Butt. 

Qn July 20th, in. Muscogee superior 
court, W. D. Britt & Co. filed a petition 
to have a receiver appointed for R. D. 
Jones. They are Jones’ largest creditors. 
Sheriff Roberts was appointed temporary 
receiver--and took charge of the stock, 
locking the store. 

Today the case came up for hearing, 
and, after hearing the argument, Judge 
Butt decided to make the receivership 
permanent, granting the petition. He will 
announce the name tomorrow of the per- 
manent receiver. 

In the meantime Jones had filed.a pe- 
tition In bankruptcy in the federal court. 
The petition was filed Monday. This 
morning Referee F. U. Garrard, acting 
in behalf of Judge Newman, who is out of 
the district, signed an order making 
Judge W. H. McCrory temporary receiver 
cf the . bankrupt, this receivership to 
last until] a trustee had been appointed. 
Judge McCrory at one went to Jones’ 
store to take possession, strengthening 
his claim with a good trace chain with 
which he secured the door. 

Fn Mr. Jones’ petition in bankruptcy 
he placed his liabilities at $7,406.35; assets 
about $5,000. 

Judge Butt takes the position that he 
has jurisdiction of the case on account 
of the proceedings having first been in- 
stiiuted in his court. Receiver Roberts 
vaid that he would certainly stay in pos- 
session of the stock. 

The impression prevails among the of- 
ficers of the superior court that Receiver 
McCrory is guilty of contempt of court 
in taking possession of the store after 
another receiver had taken it in charge. 
This brings on a very nice lezal question. 
Judge McCrory said if he had been in 
contempt it had been unintentional.

Men Demanded Discharge of Three 
Men Who Had Taken Strikers’ 
Places—Company Refused 
and Men Left Their 
Work. 


’ Olumbus, Gas Suly*s1.—Bpecial. — nN 
now a fight to the finish between the 
Columbus Railroad Company and their 
striking employees, 

George J. Baldwin, president of the 
company, arrived in the city this morning 
from Savannah and during the day had 
a conference with the street railway em- 
ployees’ union. After this and subse- 
quent committee cofikerences, it was 
thought that a settlement could be made 
and the men could return to work. The 
company agreed to pay 12% cents per 
hour, to have a twelve-hour day, and to 
give an hour for meals. The strikers 
yielded the point that none but union la- 
bor be employed. 

The company refused to discharge three 
men who had been employed during the 
strike to take the place of strikers. The 
mea refused to go back unless this was 
done. All negotiaticns were then broken 
off, the men turned in their badges and 
the company will advertise tomorrow 
morning for more men, 

The failure to agree is ascribed solely 
to the refusal of the company to dis- 
charge these three men, al]! other points 
of differences being settled. 

The strikers ask for the sympathy and 
aid of the public. They say that they 
will ccnduct themselves peaceably and 
orderly, and will offer no violence. The 
announcement of the failure to agree came 
as a surprise, as it had been generally 
thought that since the conference of the 
afternoon that both sides would get to- 
gether. Only three cars ran today. The 
electrical workers, who yesterday served 
as motormen and conductors, refused to 
operate cars todey. 

Today two of the acting motormen were 
arrested on warrants sworn out by the 
strikers, charging them with carrying 
concealed weapons. They waived exami- 
nation, and were bound over. One of 
them was Reynolds Flournoy, the young 
son of Vice President Fiournoy, of the 
road. Mr. Flournoy is an office employee, 
but during the strike has been running a 
car. All. the acting motormen. were sup- 
plied with weapons, it was understood. 
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MACHEN IS IN BRUNSWICK.

MOVING SLOWLY 


ON THE SUFFRACE 


Alabama Constitutional Conven- 


tion Not Rushing Matters, 
EFFORTS TO AMEND ARTICLE 


They Do Not Meet with Much Suc- 
cess—Section Six, Prescribing 
; Crimes Which Disfranchises 
a Man, Passed by Con- 
vention. 


Montgomery, Ala.. July £1.—(Special.)— 
Efforts to amend the suffrage article are 
‘not meeting with much encouragement in 
ithe constitutional convention. The near- 
est arty attack has come to success was 
the one this morning on the employment 
qualification of the permanent plan. 
It requires that a voter must have been 
regularly engaged in sc .e lawful busi- 
ness or occupation, trade or calling for 
twelve months before he offers to regis- 
ter. It was construed that under this 
clause men who had been on a strike 
.could not register, so it was recommitted 
‘to be made clearer. 

Another attempt was made today to ex- 
‘tend the time at which the educational 
qualification will go into effect, but it 
‘failed, as usual. Section 6, prescribing 
the crimes, conviction of which disfran- 
‘chises a man, was passed. Mr. Porter, 
‘from Coosa, sought to include registrars 
who abuse their office, but this was 
tabled. 

General Sanford wanted to include per- 
sons convicted of frauds in primaries and 
party conventions, but the convention re- 
‘fused to have it that way. Election 
frauds were included in the disfranchising 
crimes. 

Nearly the whole afternoon was spent 
‘on reconsideration of an amendment 
adopted last Tuesday week to section 1 
of the article. It provides that foreign- 
ers who have declared their intention to 
become naturalized shall vote until their 
five-year limit is out. The vote was very 
close before and today was retained by 
janother close vote of 63 to 59. An attempt 
was made on a section to provide for num- 
bering the ballots, but it was tabled by a 
‘large majority. The convention got to 
the section providing for the registrars, 
‘under the temporary plan, but adjourned 
ibefore the reading was completed. A 
long and weary time of it is expected on 
this branch of the subject. 


SEVERE STORMS IN VIRGINIA. 


Several Person; Struck by Lightning 
and Killed. 

Richmond, Va, July 31.—(Special.)— 
Severe storms and heavy rains prevailed 
in Virginia today. The one did much 
damage and the other great good. 

Milton Mahone, a 12-year-old white boy, 
was struck by lightning while in a field 
‘near Williamsburg with his father and 
killed. 

‘Philip Wood, a farm hand, and eight 
mules were killed at the lunch hour on 
Chatsworth farm, near Richmond. 

The rain broke the hot spell, which had 
caused several dedths, including one in 
Norfolk today, and put an end to the 
drought, which in some sections had be- 
come serious. In Lee and other counties 
on the Kentucky border there had been 
practically no rain since May and famfne 
was feared. The people had begun to 
pray for rain, which fell today in good 
quantity. 


BANDIT CORTEZ IS SENTENCED. 


Given Fifty Years for Murdering a 
Texas Officer. 

Dallas, Tex., July 31.—Gregorio Cortez 
was today convicted and given a sentence 
of fifty years’ imprisonment at Gon- 
gales for murdering Henry Schnable, a 
member of a posse that was pursuing 
him during the long and exciting man 
hunt in the lower Rio Grande several 
weeks ago. 

Cortez is now to be taken to Kartes 
county for trial on the charge of mur- 
dering Sheriff Morris. After that he is 
to be tried for the murder of Sheriff 
Gower, of Gonzales.

State Auditor of North Carolina No- 
tifies the Sheriffs. 


OBJECT OF NEW REVENUE LAW 


By Monthly Reports Quick Payme?s 
to Treasury Are Secured,and 
Funds Are Available. 


Raleigh, N. C., July 31.—The state au- 
ditor today notified all the sheriffs that 
under the new revenue Jaw it is made 
their duty to report to him on the first 


day of each month the amount of state. 


tax they received the previous month and 
that not later than the 10th of the month 
they must send it all to the state treas- 
urer. This is quite a surprise to the 
sheriffs. The purqose of the act is to 
secure quick payments and to keep the 
state always in funds. Under the olé 
law ten sheriffs have so far failed to 
settle last year’s taxes.*° These sheriffs 
are to be sued. ‘The penalty is heavy for 
their neglignce or default. 

Mayor Oates, of the town of Dunn, died 
last week. His last request was that 
no services be hel’, but that his burial 
be very quiet. His requests were car- 
ried out, but the citizens determined to 
pay his memory a deserved tribute and 
so held a memoriak meeting, at’ which 
their foremost man, Dan Hugh McLean, 
made an address in eulogy of Oates. 

E. H. Dillard, a negro who, in 1865, left 
Rockingham county. and who has with- 
in a féw days reappeared, says he has 
been in Austratia and has made much 
money. He deposited in a Reidsville 
bank a draft on a bank in Australia for 
$35,000. This is as yet unheard from. 
Meantime Dillard is buyirg property, but 
at Winston the people refused to sell 
until the cash was paid. The Reidsville 
bank will honor none of Dillard's checks 
until it hears fron the Australian draft. 

The body of W. \V. Turner, a business 
man of Hertford county, was foun? 
near the shore at Manteo, Roanoke 
island. He was drowned Sunday. An- 
other man lost his life at the same time. 
A squall capsized the boat. 

The immense rainfall this year is illus- 
trated by the fact that at Southern Pines, 
in the sand hills of Moore county, 13.44 
inches of rain fell in June, July, August 
and Septem!\)r of last year, while this 
year {in Juiy alone, up to the 2d, when 
the rains ceased, no less than 12.13 inches 
fell. Yet there is now need of rain in 
many parts of the state, and in some 
secticns there will be a cry for it. This 
is due to the fact that the fierce sun- 
shine has baked the soil on top, 

There isan awkward situation at 
Greensboro !n regard to water supply. A 
private company owns the water works. 
The city some time ago voted to issue 
$75,000 in bonds to, buy the water works. 
Some wanted to take the present plant, 
while others, claiming it was not what 
it ought to be, favored having a new 
plant. The water company failed. A 
receiver was appointed. The company 
claims that the city is under contract to 
buy ‘ts plant. Meantime in severa! suits 
for damages the company was mulcted 
in large sums, mainly for having insufti- 
cient pressure during fires, the suits be- 
ing for loss Of prowerey by fire under such 
conditions. he federal judge of the 
western district decrees that Greensboro 
and the plaintiffs who have won these 
damage suits must appear and show 
cause why Greensboro shall not comply 
with its pyoposition to buy the water 
works for $75,000 and take a deed for the 
same. The town appears to be willing to 
take the plant provided the water com- 
pany will indemnify it against any suits 
In case the town 
decides to install a plant of its own the 
water company will ask for an injunction 
on the ground that the town is under 
contract to take the water company's 
property. It is, therefore, a queer case, 
entirely novel in this state. 

In Wilson county two years ago Captain 
Barnes was assassirated by a farm ten- 
ant while he was in a buggy with his two 
‘ittle boys, and by a strange perversion of 
justice the murderer (for such he openly 
avowed himself to be when brought here 
to save him from Ivnching) escaped ary 
punishment whatever. Now there is an- 
cther ussassination, this time a auuble 
ore in Wilson. A man named Wheeler 
and one named Farmer were on their 
way home in a buggy, when they were 
shot by John Henry Rose, who was am- 
bushed in the woods within a few yards 
He fired one barrel at Farm- 
er, who fell dead, and then at Wheeler, 
fifteen buckshot striking each. Wheeler 
livedg@geveral hours. He told the coro- 
ner’s jury that he saw Rose as he fired

DOZEN PROPOSITIONS MADE

All of Them Voted Down—Resolu- 
tions Presented and Acted on 
in the Constitutional Con- 
vention at Richmond 
Yesterday. 


Richmond, Va., July 31.—The constitu- 
tional convention spent nearly two hours 
again today discussing the question of a 
recess and finally, after voting on more 
than a dozen propositiqns, declined to 
adopt any of them, the final vote being 
41 to 41. The question, though apparent- 
ly settled, is likely to come up again at 
any time and may be resurrected tomor- 
row. 

There were a great many resolutions 
offered today, the most important being 
one presented by Mr. Withers, creating 
a corporation commission to be elected by 
the people, and providing against dis- 
crimination in freight and passenger 
rates. 

Mr. Bristow, of Middlesex, presented a 
resolution to allow voters to select a 
person to prepare ba!lots in case voters 
are uisqualified. ‘ 

Mr. Fairfax, of Loudon, presented a 
resolution, which was adopted, calling on 
the railroad commissioner and the board 
of public works for information as to 
the extent of the new roads facilities and 
rolling stock added to railroads in the 
state during the past ten years. 

Mr. Anderson, of Rockbridge, offered 
an ordinance providing that persons who 
alter election returns, or who buy or sell 
votes, be punished by confinement in 
jail for from six to twelve months and 
to be disfranchiséd for a period of six 
years. 

Mr. O'Flaherty, of Warsaw, presented 
a suffrage clause providing for a $1 poll 
tax and a $300 property holding. 


HER WILL FILED FOR PROBATE 


How Mrs. Martha Johnson Patterson 
Disposed of Property. 


Knoxville, Tenn., July 31.—(Special.)— 
The will of the late Mrs. Martha John- 
son Patterson, last daughter of ex-Presi- 
dent Andrew Johnson, has been filed for 
probate at har old home at Greeneville, 
Tenn. The Johnson homestead, with its 
furnishings, keepsakes, etc., is willed to 
her son, Andrew Johnson Patterson, and 
his wife, Mattie Patterson, and at their 
death to her granddaughter, Martha 
Landstreet. In the event Martha Land- 
street dies without issue, it passes into 
the possession of the Greeneville Masonic 
lodge, of which Andrew Johnson was a 
member. Mrs. Martha Patterson’s inter- 
est in the old Johnson tailor shop is de- 
vised directly to Mrs. Mattie Patterson. 
Bequests are made to a public library and 
an orphanage in Greeneville. 

The Johnson family cemetery, together 
with a 400-acre farm, is bequeathed as the 
Johnson homestead. A bill is before con- 
gress to make a national park of the cem- 
etery. In the event of its passage, the 
will gives this property to the United 
States government, but also provides 
that all blood descendants of Andrew 
Johnson may be buried there. The remain- 
der of her estate is to be sold, and the 
proceeds divided bedween Andrew J. Pat- 
terson and wife and Martha Landstreet. 
The latter is a chiid, and trustees are 
appointed to control her share of the es- 
tate.

TO CONFER WITH HIS FRIENDS 


Slate of Republicans for Offices Is 


To Be Made Up, but Judge Long 
Will Boss the Job. 


Tallahassee, Fila., July 31.—(Special.j)— 
Judge John G. Long, republican national 
committeeman for F'loriaga, the recogaizeJ 
head of the republican organization in 
this state, who is United States consul 
general at Cairo, Egypt, bas just returned 
to the United States on leave of absence. 
He has advised his lcutenants that he 
will reach his home in St. Au-zustine next 
Saturday, August 3. A meeting of the 
republican state central committee will 
be called, to te held as soon thereafter 
as possible—probably within two weeks--— 
the most important and nteresting busi- 
ress to be consklered being the making 
of a slate of federal officials in Fiorida 
for President McKinley’s second term. 

While there are two widely divided fac- 
tions in the Florida republican party, 
Judge Long is supreme over both of 
them, and it is understcod that he will, 
after hearing all parties interested, mak3 
up a slate himself and present It to Pres- 
ident McKinley. Nor is it thought there 
will be any appeal from his selections. 

Judge Long is said to be a close personal 
friend of the president, having known 
him many ,years, and is understood to 
have been invested by Mr. 
with full power to disd2.1se federal 
patronage in Flesida. 


The aeniouncement that Jadge Long 


will so soon return to Florida, after a 
long absence abroad, 
federal offices for the next four years, 


has aroused the livelHest interest among 


republican politicians and candidates, and 
old St. Augustine, Judge Long’s home, 
will be full of them next week. 


Tallahassee, Fla., July 31.—(Special.)— 


The farmers of Florida have this year 


a much more cheerful story to tell than 
have their brethren in most of the other 
States, where either drought or floods 
have reduced the yleld or completely de- 
stroyed the crops. The state department 
of agriculture is in constant touch with 
every county, and the reports now being 
received are uniformly encouraging. Good 
seasons have been enjoyed throughout the 
stete, larger acreages than usual of all 
the leading crops have been planted, most 
of these crop3 are gow practically made, 
and the vrospectfVe yield promises to 
show a considerable jncrease over ail 
former years. 

The increased production of the old 
Standard fieid crops—corn, cotton, oats 
#nd sweet potatoes—is perhaps the least 
significant feature of the agricultural] sit- 
uation in Flor‘da this year. New depart- 
tres have been taken. Greater attention 
is being paid to crops heretofore handled 
only as incidents or as experiments, guch 
as sugar cane, tobicco, rice, hay, cassavi 
and peanuts. Tobacco and sugar cane 
have about established themselves among 
the leading ard most profitable field crops 
ot lloriaa, and systeinatic efturts are be- 
ing made to popularize the others named. 

W hile it has always been well under- 
stcod that Florida possesses unrivaled 
petsibilities for profitable truck-growing, 
this interest has heretcfore remained 
largely undeveloped because of almuvust 
Sr rag be freight and express rates. The 
“lorida railroad commission, which bhe- 
came an effective working body only two 
years ago, have accomplished a great 
deal jin the way of removing this handi- 
cap, and the commission promises stiil 
greater relief. Low freight ana express 
rates, tt is claimed, wouid make Florida 
tne greatest fruit and vegetable growing 
state In the union, 

Al piesent the principg] vegetable prod- 
ucts profitably cultivated in this state 
are tomatoes, watermelons, beans, [risa 
potatces, cabbage, squashes, egg plants, 
cucumbers, cantaloupes, mngiish peas and 
beets. 

The reports received at the agricultural 
department about the fruit products of 
the state are quite as encouraging a+ 
those referring to fleid and vegetabie 
crops. 

Referring to the great freeze of two 
years ago, which caused thirty million 
dellars of Gamage to the fruit-growers of 
Florida, the commissioner of agriculture 
says: “‘Whnat wes thought by almest 
every fruit grower to be a death bluw to 
the citrus friut industry in Florida was 
in reality only a temporary check. The 
orange and other citrus groves have put 
on new life and vigor with a ranidity 
wonderful to even old fruit growers, and 
yielding profits undreamed of since the 
days of 1895.’’ 

The orange groves in the southern two- 
thirds of the Florida peninsula are rap- 
idly getting into their best condition. and 
constitute an important sart of ‘¢he 
State’s wealth. Otner fruits which are 
profitably cultivated in Florida on an 
€xtensive scale are: Lemons, limes, grape 
fruit, pineapple, bananas, avocado pears, 
gQuavas, pecans, pears, peaches and straw- 
berries. 

The general improvement of agricul- 
tural and horticultural interests is felt 
and shared by oth°r industries, and espe- 
clally by the merchants, and the indica- 
tions are that outside of Ja-ksonville— 
which was burned up on May 3, but js 
being rebuilt with wonderful rapidity— 
the year 1901 will prove tu be the most 
prosperous in the history of FPorida.

COMMISSIONERS TO MEET 


Proposed Improvement To Put End 
to Noise from Belgian Blocks 
by. Courthouse. 


‘At the meeting of the board of coun- 
ty commissioners next Wednesday morn- 
ing the question of laying asphalt on 
Pryor street from Mitchell to Alabama 
street and Hunter street from Pryor to 
Central avenue, will be revived and an ef- 
fort made to render the proposed improve- 
ment a reality. 

Commissioner Walter R, Brown will in- 
troduce the matter, and will advocate 
an early beginning of the work. The 
county has already agreed to share half 
of the expense of the paving, and the 
success or failure of the plan now rests 
with the city. It is to secure some 
definite action on the part of the city that 
Commissioner Brown will agitate the 
matter Wednesday. 

It is understood that the city is now 
in a position to bear half of the ex- 
pense, since June apportionments have 
been made, and it {s thought that with 
proper agitation the necessary and much- 
desired appropriation can be secured. Lack 
of funds is said to have been the cause 


favorably on the request of the county. 

The county commissioners took favor- 
able action on the paving proposition some 
time ago, and submitted a request to the 
city that it join in the expense, as a por- 
tion of the proposed pavement will be in 
front of the city hall. The improvement is 
regarded as a necessity by the county as 
it will serve to eliminate the noise inci- 
dent to the large number of vehicles pass- 
ing the court house daily. 

It is learned that two or three contrac- 
tors are willing to do the work and wait 
for their money. One of the contractors 
has suggested that the asphalt could be 
spread on the'present belgian block pave- 


iment as has been done on some of the 


streets in New York. It is the opinion 
that such a pavement would prove satis- 
factory and it would greatly lessen the 
expense. 

The county financial question will also 
be considered Wedncsday, and the finance 
committee will likely ask the privilege to 
borrow ancther $20,000.

Navy Department Officials Pretend

Washington, July 31.—It was announced 
aft the navy department today that the 
letter from Rear Admiral Schley ac- 
knowledging the receipt of the precept to 
the court of inquiry and making certain 
suggestions with reference thereto had 
at last been received.

WILL BE BRICHT 


That Is Prediction of Governor 
General ¥ od,

Governor Says the Resources of 
Island, Are Practically Un- 
touched—Claims That Yel- 
low Fever Has Been 
Stamped Out. 


New ‘York, July 31.—Genera] Leonard 
Wood, ‘military governor of Cuba, who its 
now on board the dispatch boat Kana- 
wha, preparing for a cruise along the 
coast of New England, said today, in dis- 
cussing Cuban affairs: 

“Cuba is a totally undeveloped island 
and has a great future before it. Yellow 
fever, that great bugbear of our people 
in the south, in another year will cease 
to be epiuemic, We have not had a sin- 
gle case of yellow fever at Havana this 
summer and none in eastern Cuba for 
two years past. 

“Cuba’s resources require capital for 
development. The last enormous sugar 
crop was raised on 8 per cent of the en- 
tire sugar-producing land. Onl this 
Small] percentage is under cultivation. 

“We have $1,500,000 In our reserve fund 
and can pay all our debts and get out of 
Cuba within the next eight months. We 
have establisneu 3,600 flourishing schools. 
Two years ago we were obliged to pro- 
vide over 100 orphan asylums to protect 
the destitute children; since. then we 
have abolished sixty and expect to be 
able to close more before we retire from 
the management of Cuban affairs. 

“Our troops have been well cared for 
and their health compares favorably with 
that of the troops in this country, show- 
ing that the island is healthy. They 
camp out, undertake practice marches 
similar to those of other troops of the 
army, and in every way their condition 
and bipiavior has been admirable. 

‘Phe municipal governments are in or- 
der. The judiciary is entirely reformed 
and is satisfactory to the people. The 
people are gentle and easily governed. 
They are affectionate and tractible. Beg- 
gars are never seen. The products of na- 
ture are so liberal that the wants of na- 
ture are easily supplied.’’

Resolution To Grant the’ Field 
Marshal-100,000 Pounds 
Is Bitterly Opposed, 


‘DECEIT AND. BLASPHEMY 
ARE CHARGED TO EARL 


Attacks Came Principally from the 
Irish Nationalists and from the 
Socialists—Ths Resolution 
Was Finally Adopted 
by the House. 


London, July 31.—In the house-of com- 
mons today proposing a resolution grant- 
ing Field Marshal Earl Roberts £100,000 
for his services. in South Africa, A. J. 
Balfour, the government leader, in the 
course of an eulogy of the field marshal, 
whom he compared with such men as 
Collingwood, Nelson, Mariborough and 
Wellington, said there was no doubt that 
but for Lord Roberts’ daring and strate- 
gy and the rapidity with which his plans 
were carried. out Kimberley and Mafe- 
king would have fallen, 11,000 British 
would have been starved into submission 
at Ladysmith and there would have been 
a@ general rising of disloyalists in South 
Africa. Great Britain might have re- 
covered therefrom, but at what a cost? 
The country was saved from this by the 
genius of the man he now invited the 
house to reward by a unanimous vote, ir- 
respective of political differences. 

The statement called forth protests 
from the Irish members. 

’ The liberal leader, Sir Henry Campbell 
Bannerman, concurred in the motion. 

John Dillon, Irish nationalist, strongly 
opposed the vote. He protested against 
mentioning Lord Roberts in association 
with such a man as Marlborough. He 
declared Lord Roberts had shown the 
greatest inhumanity in South Africa and 
said he had employed barbarous methods 
and had proved himself a dismal failure. 

Mr. Labouchere, radical, protested 
against granting the gratuities to mili- 
tary men while nothing was given to 
civilians who were doing something for 
the benefit of their country. 

Keir Hardie, socialist and independent 
laborer, took a similar view. He declared 
that in the opinion of experts at home 
and abroad Lord Roberts’ failure pri- 
marily was responsible for the continu- 
ance of the war. 

Swift MacNeil, Irish nationalist, said 
he considered that Lord Roberts’ opera- 
tions were conducted with a maximum 
of cruelty and a minimum of humanity 
and that his farewell speech at Cape 
Town was horrible hypocrisy and blas- 
phemy. 

After further debate for and against 
the measure Mr. Balfour moved the 
closure, which was carried by 257 to 108 
votes. The resolution was afterwards 
adopted by a vote of 281 to 73. 


GRAVE TROUBLE IN ALBANIA. 
Situation of the Christians Is Said 
To Be Desperate. 
Constantinople, July 31.—The excite- 
ment of the Albanians, at Prishmina, is 
becoming more acute. The Christians 
are reported to be in a desperate condi- 
tion and the foreign ministers here have 
made renewed demands at the yildiz 
kiosk that the government protect the 

lives and property of the Christians. 

London, July 31.—Nothing has been re- 
celved here to confirm the news con- 
tained in the dispatch of The Pall Mall 
Gazette from Budapest and outside of 
Vienna scant attention is paid to the 
alleged political intrigues which are as- 
serted to be at the bottom of the present 
agitation in Albania. According to a sen- 
sational Austrian newspaper Italy and 
Montenegro started tue Mussulmans of 
Albania on their anti-Christian campaign 
with a view of an excuse of some kind 
for intervention, the object being to 
cheek Austria’s priority claim on Al- 
bania in the event of its separation from 
Turkey. Italy has several times denied 
these alleged designs on Albania. The 
Italidn papers assert that Italy’s only 
object is to prevent Germany from utiliz- 
ing the dreibund for the purpose of se- 
curing German predominance in_ the 
Balkans and to reestablish the equl- 
librium in the Adriatic, which has been 
disturbed by Austria’s supposed designs 
on Albania. There is no indication at 
present, however, of the Balkan question 
being brought up in a serious manner in 
the immediate future. 


KRUGER GREATLY DEPRESSED. 


Van Schaack Assures Him of the Es- 
teem of Americans. 


The Hague, July 31.—The interview 
yesterday between Robert H. Schaack, 
treasurer of the Holland Society, and 
Mr. Kruger was most cordial. Mr. Van 
Schaack, his wife and Mr. Kruger con- 
versed together for an hour. When Mr. 
Van Schaack announced that he was 
the bearer of the society’s invitation to 
Mr. Kruger to be their guest, assuring 
Mr. Kruger of the high esteem in which 
he was held in the United States as a 
grand old patriot whose noble devotion 
to the cause of liberty recalled the de- 
votion of the prince of Orange, Mr. Kru- 
ger was visibly affected. He said he 
well knew he had many friends in Ameri- 
ca whom he would like to thank. Mr. 
Kruger presented Mr. Van Schaack with 
his photograph and autograph. The great 
Boer statesman seemed to be feeble and 
depressed with grief. 


|HIS DEATH RATTLE SOUNDS 


Former Premier Crispi of Italy Nears 
His End. 


ATTENDED BY NO PRIESTS 


His Family Refused the Offices of 
the Church—Praises King and 
Queen. 


Naples, July 31.—The terrible strugele 
for breath of Signor Crispi. who has had 
a relapse, can be heard even in the road- 
way of the street, where his residence 
stands. The members of his family and 
his two secretaries surround the death- 
bed. It is reported that the family have 
refused priestly offices. 

The last words pronounced by Signor 
Crispi before he became so feeble were. 
on hearing the telegrams from King Viec- 
tor Emanuel and Dowager Queen Marghe- 
rita, “Oh, good king, good queen!’ 


SELECTED TO KILL THE CZAR. 


Galliotti Leaves on His Mission, but 
Is Arrested. 


Zurich, Switzerland, July 31.—An anar- 
chist named Galliotti was arrested at 
Viedikon last night, by order of the 
prosecutor general, on information re- 
ceived from Paterson, N. J. Many docu- 
ments were found at his lodgings. 

Paterson, N. J., July 31.—Inquiry among 
the members of the anarchist group in 
this city in regard to the man arrested 
at Zurich reveals the fact that a man 
named Amiel Galloippi was formerly con- 
nected with the anarchists here and was 
well known among them. 

He was employed as a weaver in the 
Paragon .silk mill in this city. It was 
stated today by a member of the group 
that Galloippi sailed away with Bresci, 
Lanni and Quantivallo when they depart- 
ed on their mission of assassination. Gal- 
loippi had been selected ty the anarchists 
to k'll Nicholas, czar of Russia, and had 
accepted the mission. He was known as 
a determined man, and one that would be 
likely to take desperate chances in ac- 
complishing his purpose. 


NO ATTEMPT TO KILL QUEEN. 


Dowager of Portugal Was Not At- 
tacked by Assassins. 

Aix Les Baines, July 31.—The authori- 
ties here, when questioned today regard- 
ing the report circulated in the United 
States by a news agent that an attempt 
was made upon the life of Maria Pia, the 
dowager queen of Portugal here previous 
to her departure from Rome, denied that 
any such attempt had been made upon 
her majesty’s life. 

Queen Maria Pai went about the town 
throughout Friday last and before her 
departure for Rome on Saturday she took 
a long promenade on the boulevards. 


CONDITION OF COTTON CROP. 


Canvass Made by The New York 
Journal of Commerce. 

New York, July 31.—From a special can- 
vass just finished by The Journal of 
Commerce it arnpears that the condition 
of cotton ts 75.38. This represents a decline 
of 17 points compared with the same pa- 
per’s special report published on July 1, 
and compares with a condition of 76 re- 
ported by the government for August la 
year ago. The investigation was made 
through special correspondents whose re- 
ports cover dates from July 23 to 30, both 
‘inclusive, and mav be accepted as repre- 
senting an average date of July 26. 

The correspondents all answered this 
question: 

“What is the present condition of the 
cotton crop in your vicinity, stated in 
percentage?’ 

To obtain a uniform value for the re- 
ports in percentages this explanation of a 
condition of ‘100’’ accompanied the ques- 
tion: 

“According to the department of agri- 
culture the basis or unit of comparison is 
100, which is the standard of full condi- 
tion, representing perfect healthfulness, 
exemption from injury from insects or 
drought or other causes with average 
grawth and development. One hundred 
méans a prospect for a full crop. 

The returns are summarized in a table 
which gives the condition by states and 
the general average for the country. Com- 
parisons are made with this paper’s re- 
port published July 1, and vercentages 
representing increases in acreage are 
shown, the result of a snecial investiga- 
tion two months aro. The table follows:

It is doubtful if there ever was more 
amusement at a convention than in the 
little gathering this afternoon. Even the 
promoters of the movement, who did not 
disguise their disappointment over the 
small attendance, enjoyed the participa- 
tion of the reporters, who used the chair- 
man’s bed in the absence of chairs and 
who were allowed to take part in the pro- 
ceedings with suggestions. At the con- 
clusion of the proceedings the reporters, 
who were in the majority, were given a 
vote of thanks, and they returned the 
compliment to the minority. 

The assembly hall in the hotel had been 
engaged for the occasion, but at 2 o’clock 
the delegates and reporters took the ele- 
vator for Chairman Groot’s room, the 
reporters suggesting ‘‘that the populist 
conference last night kept cool on the 
fire escape and that the convention today 
might be held in the elevator.’’ 

Bernard Hubert called the conventfon 
to order and at once announced George 
OQ. Groot as temporary chairman and Dr. 
Abner L. Davis as temporary secretary. 
Order was restored at once when Mr. 
Groot was introduced and made a speech. 

At the conclusion of his address Chair- 
man Groot was enthusiastically applaud- 
ed. The temporary organization was made 
permanent. It was announced that the 
platform sent out from Cleveland on July 
17 in circulars and published at the time 
in the papers had already been adopted 
on the referendum system by many sub- 
scribing to the same. 


Features of the Platform. 


The features of this platform are the 
laudation of Bryan, the reaffirmation of 
the Kansas City platform and the fol- 
lowing planks: 

“We demand that all public utilities 
be owned and onerated by the public. 

‘‘We demand that all money tnat is 
manutactured to be used in this country 
as a medium of exchange, whether it be 
gold, silver or paper, shall be coined by 
the government and distributed among 
the people without the intervention otf 
banks, and that every dollar of it shall 
be a legal tender for all debts, public and 
private. 

“As long as the money volume is con- 
trolled by the money trust, which is the 
parent of all. trusts, just so long will 
other trusts flourish, and, therefore, we 
are in favor of the destruction. of the 
money trust, which can only be done by 
the proper increase in the volume of 
money. We do not lose sight of the im- 
portance of the question of imperialism, 
as we regard that as being involved in 
the money question—for without a money 
aristocracy to support it there can be no 
imperialism. 

‘We demand that laws be passed by 
the state and nation for the purpose of 
destroying commercial trusts and combi- 
nations of capital organized for the pur- 
pose of controlling prices, and, if neces- 
sary to accomplish this end, that the 
government take charge of their fran- 
chises for the benefit of the people. 

‘“*‘We recognize that there is a imove- 
ment on foot in this country among inen 
who claim to be democrats, but who 
supported McKinley for president anil 
approve of the policy of the republican 
Tarty upon the money question, to get 
ecntrol of the democratic party, in order 
that they may control the organization 
and secure at the nevt democritic na- 
tional convention the adoption of a plst- 
form which shall be in favor of the gold 
‘tandard and thereby attempt to elimi- 
nate the discussion of the money ques- 
tion as a political issue. and we denounce 
all such persons as traitors to the best

Several Negroes Are Under Arrest 
on Suspicion—It Is Believed 
That the Murders We¢re 
Committed Out of 
Revenge. 


Carrollton, Miss, July 81—(Special.)—Mr.

last night in their home néar here and

Lorillard Heirs To Purchase Mrs. 
Allien’s Claim on Rancocas. 


New York, July 31.—It was announced 
tonight that T. Suffern Tailor, son in law 
of the late Pierre Lorillard, had left here 
for Europe on Tuesday, and it is thought 
his departure had an important bearing 
on the ultimate disposition of the Loril- 
lard racing stable. Appraisers are al- 
ready at work fixing the value of Ran- 
cocas and such horses as are there, and 
Mr. Tailor’s mission to England is be-

H. A. Crickmore,, Sr., racing secretary of 
the Jockey Club, however, declared most 
emphatically that the story that Mrs. Al- 
lien had paid the necessary $50 and 
claimed for herretf-the old Lorillard col- 
ors, was untrue.

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Well Worthy of Attention. 


In the case to which the attention 
of Governor Candler has been called, 
‘in which it ig alleged that a prisoner 
‘is being held out awaiting the offer of 
a reward, there is material for strict 
investigation. 

The power vested in the governor 
‘to offer rewards for the arrest of crim- 
‘finals is wise and is intended to be ex- 

ercised in cases of emergency where 

-sextra diligence has to be resorted to, 
\or where the public at large has to be 
depended upon for the arrest of guilty 
persons. For almost forty years this 
fund has been abused to such an ex- 
‘tent that now it is almost impossible 
4to secure the arrest of a man without 
the previous offer of a reward. In ev- 
lery community in which crime happens 
the first appeal is to the governor to 
‘offer a reward, whereas the first effort 
should be made through the proper 
local officers to enforce the law. Of 
late years the gubernatorial office has 
‘been beset by this clamor for reward, 
to the annoyance of the fmcumbents, 
who knew very well that officers were 
‘but playing with their duty and try- 
ing to collect unlawful money from 

the treasury. 

It is time for the announcement to 
be made that rewards are not intend- 
ed for such wholesale use; that offi- 
cers of the law have a duty to perform 
for which they are sufficiently paid, 

|, and that upon their failure to perform 
-  {t they should be promptly punished. 

Perhaps it would be as well to abol- 
fish the offer of rewards altogether, 
for, as it is, the whole system is abused 
without sufficient return to the state. 


Vindictive as Well as Ignorant. 

The Constitution has had occasion 
heretofore to notice the existence of 
the Howard Association of London, 
the purpose of which seems to be to 
—s as much as possible in the af- 
airs of other people. upon the least 
possible amount of information. 

We are just in receipt of a late pam- 
phiet issued by this association in 
‘ which is quoted a paragraph from The 
Boston Arena, upon which it proceeds 
to build up a bitter arraignment of 
the people of the southern states of 
America. So far as the work of the 
HHoward Association itself is concern- 
ed, it might as well be dismissed, but 
‘we cannot say as much for The Arena, 
which is published sufficiently near to 
be better informed and which cannot 
be excused for its wholesale slanders 
of the people of the southern states.

| past understanding. If the Howard

is not only.a case of the blind lead- 
ing the blind, but of malicious indul- 
gence in the slander of a whole people. 


‘Another Big Combine. 


The telegrams carry the news of an- 
other big comtine to be engineered by 
Mr. George F. Washburn, of Boston, 
and the victims of which, it is pro- 
posed, will be the planters of the south. 

It seems that Mr. Washburn has late- 

' ly become interested in the cotton 
crop and has developed a scheme for 
combining it into a trust on the co- 
operative plan, with certain ware- 
houses to be under his control. In 
order to succeed he has gone to Eu- 
rope for the purpose of looking into 
the codperative methods of various 
bodies in England, Belgium and Switz- 
@fiand, with the view to the forma- 
tion of a $50,000,000 cotton combina- 
tion in this country. He claims to 
have made a special stufy of coopera- 
tion from a business man’s standpoint, 
and that in his judgment the only 
way “to meet the capitalistic cotton 
and wheat crops was to organize better 
and bigger ones in the interest of the 
producer.” Mr. Washburn claims that 

_ the application of the idea to the cot- 
- ton industry was made because the 
' planters, being men of means, can 
unite in a cooperative business move- 
ment and effect a tremendous saving 
_ to themselves. | 
_ The point of danger in this whole 
| scheme is the source whence it ema- 
- mates. There can exist no reason why 
> a stranger to the south should under- 
- take the organization of a gigantic 
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| the planters of the south 
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The south has suffered in times past 
‘from the machinations of outside 
traders, first approaching in one guise 
and then in another. Whether they 
appear as bulls, as bears or as friends, 
they always take care of number one 
and the man in the field is_left:‘won- 
dering at his own simplicity, while 
the gentlemanly agent has-left with 
his pockets full for London or Paris. 

The Constitution does not venture 
to discourage whatever organization 
may. choose 
to inaugurate. It is possible that. in 
this age of immense combination there 
may be devised schemes by which the 
producer may be enabled to’ equalize 
himself with the buyer, but whenever 
such a time comes we look to the 
southern people themselves to lead in 
such organization. We do not beHeve 
that they will_ever be under.the ne- 
ceasity of looking abroad for adven- 
turous men who are on the make to 
take hold of their businesg affairs. 

Mr. Washburn represents nothing 
under the sun except himself,-and the 
people of the south will do wel] to 
avof< whafever scheme he may get up, 
for they can be certain that whatever 
there will be in it will be for’the de- 
velopers and not for the producers.

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Another Threatened Danger. 

Are the people of the United States 
to become a race of misfits? The ques- 
tion is suggested by a report of Dr. 
Seaver, one of the physical examiners 
of Yale university, who declares that 
a surprising big ratio of cases of sco- 
liosis, or curvature of the spine, has 
been found in investigations pursued 
at eighteen American colleges. 

According to this report the college 
man of the future will resemble a semi- 
barrel hoop, and the erect man will be- 
come a thing of the past. Along this 
line nearly two thousand men of the 
successive freshman classes at Yale 
have been examined. Dr. Seaver found 
that 5.6 per cent, or 117 students, in 
the Yale incoming ¢lasses were_scoli- 
otic. Similar data from other universi- 
ties show approximately like results, 
which has led Dr. Seaver to the conclu- 
sion that scoliosis is the commonest 
physical deformity to be met with 
among educated American young men. 
Dr. Seaver’s observations of the men 
gave the additional data “‘that the men 
noted as bookish and ambitious for 
scholarship honors are in the ratio of 
one out of eighteen sciolotic, due pos- 
sibly to sedentary habits and long ad- 
diction to constrained positions at 
reading desks. The average student, 
not too much addicted to work, suffers 
in the ratio of 5.5 per cent. Among 
athletes scarcely one in sixty has been 
found with spinal curvature. In case 
of scoliosis being found the victim is 
given a prescribed course of careful 


exercise, which in many cases has | 


cured or modified the trouble.” 

This points to the necessity of more 
work and less study. Athletic exercise 
should be made a compwNsory part of 
college training. Physical develop- 
ment is even more necessary than 
mental training.

Sapp and Irwin, of Kentucky, Visit 
the President. 


Canton, Ohio, July 31.—Congressman 
Irwin, of the Louisville, Ky., district, and 
Charles E. Sapp, collector of internal 
revenue for the northern district of Ken- 
tucky, were among President McKinley's 
callers today. The visit was in connec- 
tion with the reappointment of Mr. Sapp 
to his present position, against which 
there is some opposition.

Governor Candler yesterday refused to 
grant executive clemency in the case of 
George Mitchell, of Chatham county, sen- 
tenced to be hanged next Friday for 
criminally assaulting two negro women. 
The prison commission passed adversely 
on the case. and the governor approved 
their finding. The case is rather @ pecu- 
Har one, the jury which convicted him 
without a recommendation to the mercy 
of the court, having petitioned the gov- 
ernor to grant him clemency in the shape 
of a commutation of sentence to life im- 
prisonment. 

“I cannot pardon a man convicted of 
that crime,’’ Governor Candler said, “‘even 
if the victims were negro women. I must 
not and will not discriminate. There is 
no question In my mind about Lis guilt. 
If the victim had been a white weman 
the chances are the negro would have 
been lynched if a crowd could have got- 
ten at him. Negro women are entitled 
to the same protection in such cases as 
these, and where the evidence is stch as 
it was in this case, I shall not irter- 
fere.’’ 


The prison commission yesterday pcss- 
ed on the case of Edmund Scott, of Troup 
county, sentenced to be hanged on Fri- 
day for the murder of two negro women. 
The case was sent to the governor, and 
he will probably decide it today. 

The @overnor yesterday refused to par- 
don Tom Chapman, of Hall county, who 
was given two years in the penitentiary

for arson. 


Colonel W. G. Obear, inspector general 
of the Georgia state troops, received yes- 
terday a copy of the bill now pending be- 
fore congress designed to make the state 
volunteer troops a volunteer attachment 
to the regular army of the United States. 
Colonel Obear is giving the matter some 
attention, and he thinks the bill contains 
many good features. It is proposed to 
appropriate $4,000,000 in addition to the 
$1,000,000 now given the state troops for 
the purpose of paying the men for ser- 
vices rendered and paying for their en- 
‘campments. The bill contains a require- 
ment that the troops shall go into cainp 
for a period of from seven to thirty days 
each year. The encampment is not made 
obligatory in case a sufficient excuse can 
be given, however. The bill also requires 
that the states expecting to take advan- 
tage of the act, in the event it passes, 
must appropriate to the state troops a 
per cent of the amount given by the gen- 
eral government. Colonel Obear thinks 
the proposition has many good features, 
and if properly carried out that the gov- 
ernment could build up and maintain a 
volunteer milifia of 100,000 men at compar- 
atively small cost. 


The prison commission did not take up 
the case of Dolly Pritchett yesterday. The 
attorneys who have taken hold of the 
matter at ti™ instance of the ladies who 
have interested themselves in her be- 
half were not prepared to present it, and 
it has been set for tomorraw morning at 
10 o'clock.

In The Constitution Tuesday morning 
the outline of Morgan’s latest master 
stroke was presented. From New York 
now comes additional and interesting de- 
talls. 

A sum approaching $5,000,000 was given 
as a special dividend to the few men 
owning stock in the First national bank. 

This is approximately 1,000 per cent! 

The men who received the money owned 
the stock in that bank before the increass 
of capitalization from $500,000 to $10,000,900. 
The increase announced in The Journal 
of July ®, together with the creation of 
a surplus of $10,000,000, made the First na- 
tional, in point of resources, the greatest 
bank in the western world. The dividend, 
of course, does not go to holders of the 
new stck. 

As marvelous as this division of accu- 
mulated profits among the old stockhold- 
ers appears, the financial feat by which 
the directors, in a simple resolution, made 
the bank richer by about $30,500,000, is re- 
garded in Wall street as the pecuniary 
miracle of the decade. 

In fact, the accomplishment looks like 
legerdemain until by rudimentary arith- 
metic it is proved that a few pen strokes 
and a few impressions of type on stock 
certificates have made this exclusive cir- 
cle of stockholders richer today by this 
vast sum than they were a month ago. 

The directorate of the bank consists of 
George F. Baker, president; H. C. Fahne- 
stock, vice president; F. L. Hine, second 
vice president; F. A. Baker and William 
Fahnestock. 

Rocxefeiler’s Yearning. 

But the coup could not have been made 
except for the circumstance that the so- 
called Rockefeller clique in Wall street 
have cast yearning if not covetous eyes 
upon this, the choicest of banking proper- 
ties, and that the Morganbund, as it may 
be called, has steadfastly kept the pre- 
cious stock off the market until it reached 
a fabulous figure whenever it happened 
to be quoted. 

The golden windfall of the First na- 
tional may be simply described. At the 
old capitalization of $500,000 the 5,000 shares 
were worth in the market $6,000 a share, 
or $300,000,000. Under the new capitaliza- 
tion of $10,000,000 the 100,000 shares, by rea- 
son of the Rockefeller desire for them, 
have jumped to $700 bid and $800 asked for 
each share, or the 100,000 shares in the 
open market are worth $70,000,000. The to- 
tal market value of the stock, therefore, 
by the action of the directors in increas- 
ing the capital stock was raised $40,000,000, 
But the increase in the capital stock is 
a technical Hability and must be sub- 
tracted from the total increase. Subtract 
$9,500,000 from $40,000,000 and $30,600,000 is 
left. 

Forced Up Millions. 

This is not the fine fancy of statistics. 
The official quotations of the stock, as by 
the bond sheet of the stock exchange, 
has been here stated. Seventy millions 
is the actual cash value of the First na- 
tional stock, d $30,500,000 is the actual 
cash gain in the resources of the bank 
by virtue of the increase of the capital 
stock, coupled with the competitive bid- 
ding of the Morgans and the Rockefellers. 

Wall street can see but one fact sticx- 
ing through this unprecedented, almost 
unreasonable advance in the market price 
of First national bank stock. It sees but 
one explanation. The sum of $30,500,000 
represents, in money, the degree of the 
Rockefeller wish to own the First na- 
tional bank stock, like any other commod- 
ity, is regulated by the law of supply and 
demand. The Rockefeller demand is $70,- 
000,000 strong. The Morgan supply, just 
recently, was but $30,000,000 strong. Now, 
of course, under the determination to hold 
the stock, the stock is worth as much to 
the Morganbund as it is to the Rockefeller 
coalition—$70,000,000.

The prices of other stocks show 
that every share offered would have an 
eager bidder, and that forces are at work 
to secure control, The National City 
bank, even after the recent sagging state 
of the market, is quoted at 635; the Chase 
national at 710; the National Bank of 
Commerce at 38% and the Hanover na- 
tional, 710. 
Joining in Alliances. 

The chief Morgan friend of the First 
national is the National Bank of Com- 
merce, and the chief friend of the Na- 
tional City bank is the Hanover national 
bank. Other banks in Wall street are 
fast, and In a measure unconsciously, al- 
lying themselves with one influence or the 
other. Upon this question The Journal 
has before descanted. 

The bankers of Wall street form its 
most conservative element. It is their 
rule never to talk. Directors of banks de- 
spise a loquacious officer, and these sol- 
emn men of finance prefer to speak in 
their financial statistics; in their rates of 
interest; in other ways more portentions 
than speach. Go to any of them while 
this monstrous battle is brewing with 
your question. If a president speaks at 
all, it will be in vague negatives. Yet 
there is not a man in the street who has 
not ample inkling of the gathering con- 
test; and equally there is not a banker 
of prominence who will give the busy re- 
port ground to stand upon. 

Although they will not talk for the pub- 
lic, they speak among themselves of tha 
possibilities of the impendirg struggle for 
mastery, and of the characters of the ‘ead- 
ers who will conduct the campaign for 
the chiefship of the money held. Who 
will be the American Rothschild, Morgan 
or Rockefeller? 


* Contrast. of Opponents. 

Never, they agree, were antagonists 
more strongly contrasted by nature that 
made them. There is the rough, bluff 
commodore banker standing there behind 
his glass cage, squaring off at all comers, 
denying none; only asking that they will 
take what he gives. There are few mys- 
teries in the Morgan bank house. All 
Wall street knows that the head of the 
Morganbund will not only speak out his 
mind, but roar it. 

Giving him the advantage of no invid- 
ious distinction, they know that he joys 
in battle under the open sky. Often they 
have seen him whirl the ruthless ax where 
all could see; and rarely have they seen 
him fail. Something always happens in 
Morgan's office, even if the visitor stays 
but three minutes. 

Each man gets action. He is the quick 
umpire of the street; a rapid-fire gun of 
decisions; speaking his judgment before 
the fluttering grand stand and awed 
bleachers. Morgan is as visible as the 
Washington statue across the street and 
infinitely more audible. 


A Great Triumph. 

All hands concede that Mr.. Rockefeller 
will achieve his greatest triumph if he 
succeeds.in twisting contro! of the First 
national from its present hands. These 
hands are few as the Venetian doges’ and 
as strong as they were. Outside of the 
directorate there are said to be but two 
persons outside of the Baker-Morgan- 
Fahnestock ring that own this stock. 

The stockholders received notice three 
days ago that in addition to the extra div- 
idend of about 1,000 per cent the surplus 
had been increased from $4,750,527 to $10,- 
000,000, Notwithstanding the big special 
dividend the surplus and undivided profits 
of the institution aggregated $10,102,746.73 
on July 24. This sum was $1,352,221 more 
than was reported under the same head 
on July 15 to the comptroller of the cur- 


rency. 


SCHLEY’S CRITICS COULD 
NOT ANSWER QUESTION

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Washington, July 31.—(Special.)—Secre- 
tary Long’s effort to put a padlock on the 
mouths of naval officers to prevent them 
from discussing the Schley-Sampson 
scandal comes too late to have any ma- 
terial effect on the controversy. The gen- 
eral order just issued by Secretary Long, 
commanding naval officers to refrain 
from public statements on this interest? 
ing topic, may prevent naval officers 
from giving out authorized interviews on 
the subject, but it does not prevent them 
from discussing the subject at their clubs 
and with their personal friends. 

Naval officers, like other mortals, are 
not slow to recognize the drift of pubic 
sentiment, and many of them were fn- 
clined to take advantage of the pending 
discussion to get_in line with a great 
majority on the Schley side of the fence. 
Some of these statements place the navy 
department in a very embarrassing atti- 
tude before the country, notably the 
statement from Captain Robley D. Evans, 
explaining away Schley’s alleged diso- 
bedience of orders at Santiago; algo the 
letter from Admiral Sampson to Admiral 
Schley, in which the former directed the 
latter to delay his departure to Santiago. 
This very important letter, it appears, 
was suppressed by the navy department 
and had never appeared in the* public 
regords. 

Officers who are not directly identified 
with the .Long-Crowinshield-Sampson 
clique exercise some independé@nece and 
fairness in discussing this great naval 
problem. The day before Secretafy Long 
issued his “padlock order’’ a number of 
naval officers of high rank met at the 
Army and Navy Club. Naturally the 
Samipson-Schley question came up for de- 
bate. One of the officers, who occupies 
a high rank and who rendered distin- 
guished service with Dewey’s fleet at Ma- 
nila, was present on a short visit to 
Washington. There were, perhaps, eight 
or ten well-known naval officers in the 
group. The newcomer announced at the 
beginning of the discussion that he was 
absolutely non-partisan as between 
Sampson and Schley. As he expressed it: 

‘“T am a rank outsider in this contro- 
versy, for I was in another part of the 
world when the battle of Santiago was 
fought and so gloriously won. Now, I 
simply want to know for my own person- 
al information what has caused this re- 
markable change of sentiment among na- 
val officers at Washington regarding 
Schley. Before I went to Manila, I un- 
derstood that Schley was on the closest 
terms of intimacy with the powers that 
be in the navy department, and during 
the preliminary arrangements for the 
Spanish war, while he was chief of the 
lighthouse bureau, he was daily sum- 
moned to the navy department to partic- 
ipate in the war conferences then being 
held. That was before the strategy 
board was organized. I had always un- 
derstood that Schley was regarded as 
one of the ablest and most courageous 


to many of those who outranked him.” 

These direct assertions from the visitor 
from out of town are somewhat embar- 
rassing to the other members of the 
party, who were apparently in sympathy 
with the Sampson end of the proposition. 
In a chorus they proceeded to relate with 
great detail the alleged misdoings of 
Schley in the Santiago battle. The visi- 
tor listened attentively to their explana- 
tions and accepted them for what they 
were worth. Then he interrupted them 
long enough to say: 

“You fellows have not told me anything 
more than I have seen in the newspa- 
pers. Now let us be perfectly frank 
among ourselves. We all know that prior 
to the battle of Santiago no one ever 
charged Schley with being a coward. 
All of us here know Frank Cook,. who 
was Captain of the Brooklyn. We also 
know that Cook does not know how to 
command a gun-shy ship. If there is a 
daring and courageous man in the navy, 
he is Captain Cook, and I believe that 
he would disobey orders before he would 
turn tail and run away from an enemy. 
Now, just for my own satisfaction, I 
want you fellows who were down at San- 
tiago and saw the maneuvers of the 
Brooklyn while in action to tell me hon- 
estly what you think of Schley's famous 
loop movement.”’ 

A dead silence fell upon the group until 
finally every member of the party was 
obi\¥ed to confess that he was absent 
from Santiago and therefore could not 
express an opinion based on personal ex- 
perience or observation. Thus it appears 
that the bulk of the criticism passed 
upon Admiral Schley comes from naval 
officers and ynersons who were not eye- 
witnesses of the battle of Santiago, but 
are influenced in denouncing him because 
they imagine they may curry favor with 
the all powerful chief of the bureau of 
navigation, Rear Admiral Crowninshield.

PRIVATE. LEVERTON

Marshal Ed Ryan, of Oakland City, 
Has Evidence Pointing to the 
Guilt of Leverton—Other 
Soldier Was Not 
Caught. 


Last night at 11 o’clock two Wnited 
States soldiers, who are stationed at 
Fort McPherson, went to the home of 
Julia Whitfield, a respectable woman 
In Oakland City, and after driving her 
from the house, set fire to it. The house 
Occupied by the woman and an adjoining 
house, which was vacant, were burned to 
the ground. Marshal Ryan, of Oakland 
City, was quickly on the scene and traced 
one of the soldiers to Fort McPherson, 
and had the officer of the day to place 
him under arrest. He is Private R. L. 
Leverton, company D, Twenty-seventh 
regiment. Tho identity of the other sol- 
dier has not yet been discovered. As the 
attack on the woman was entirely unpro- 
voked, it is thought that the soldiers 
were intoxicated. 

When arrested Leverton dented his 
connection with the crime. He has made 
himself quite conspicuous around Oak- 
land City for some time, and several 
citizens who know him by name saw him 
last night, and state positively that he 
was one of those who burned the houses. 

As one of the houses burned was a resi- 
dence, the crime of the soldiers is arson. 
which is a hanging crime in Georgia. Mar- 
shal Ryan says that he has ample evi- 
dence to convict the soldier who is now 
under arrest at the post, and is sure that 
the other offender will be caught. 

As the soldiers are under enlistment, 
authority will have to be obtained from 
the war department before they can be 
removed from the post and confined in the 
Fulton county jail to await their trials 
fin the state courts. The case is an 
| unusual one, and will be of great inter- 
est, and especially so in view of the con- 
flict between state and national guthori- 
ties which may ensue. The county offi- 
cers will immediately take steps to ob- 
tain control of the soldiers who commit- 
te@ the crime, and it is quite sure that 
{t will go hard with them in any state 
court. Their attack on the woman was 
entirely without provocation, and can be 
excused upon no ground.

MAY BE APPOINTED TODAY 


Comptroller General Has Certified to 
Disagreement of Arbitrators 
Named by Him. 


Joel Hurt, répresenting the Atlanta 


Railway and Power Company, and W. T. 
Gentry, who was the arbitrator appointed 
by that company to represent it in the 
matter of tax returns, calléd yesterday 
on Comptroller General W. A. Wright 
and later on Governor Candler. It is 
supposed their conferences with there 
Officials related to the status of the tax 
returns of the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company, which are now in arbi- 
tration, but just what they had to say 
could not be learned. 

It now remains for Governor Candler to 
name one arbitrator and an umpire to 
represent the gtate in the matter of these 
returns to act with the arbitrator repre- 
senting the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company. 

Following the letter from Chairman T. 
C. Crenshaw, who was named by the 
comptroller general to represent the 
state, the latter on yesterday certified to 
Governor Candler that it had been im- 
possible for the arbitrators to reach an 
agreement, or to name an umpire within 
the time allowed by law, so that it now 
devolves upon the governor under the 
law to name two arbitrators to take hold 
of the matter. 

Governor Candler did not act in the 
matter yesterday, but has it under con- 
sideration and will select two able and 
disinterested men for the task. It may 
be that the appointments will be made 
today or tomorrow. 

It is understood that Chairman Cren- 
shaw wanted to raise the returns of the 
Power company to $2,200,000, a figure $400.- 
000 above that fixed by the comptroller 
general. Of course this would bring 
forth more strenuous objection on the 
part of the Power company than would 
the figures made by Captain Wright.

MR. HURT DID NOT OBJECT. 


Says He Did Not Even Discuss the 
Pierce Resolution Before the 
Committee. 

When the Pierce resolution was up for 
consideration by the ordinance committee 
of council Tuesday afternoon, Joel Hurt 
stated, when the privilege of the floor was 
granted him, that when the proper char- 
ter amendment was prepared the various 
public utility concerns which might be 
ffected by it ought to be given an oppor- 
unity of being heard, that the matter 
might be thoroughly discussed. Mr. Hurt 
did not make any statement to the effect 
that he objected to the Pierce resolution 
~in fact, he did not discuss the merits 

of the resolution at all. 

To a representative of The Constitution 
on yesterday Mr. Hurt denounced as un- 
true the published statement in an after- 
noon paper to the effect that he was the 
only one in the committee room that 
objected to the Pierce resolution. 

“I not only did not object to the pa- 
per,”’ said Mr. Hurt, ‘‘but I did not even 
discuss its merits. The statement that I 
did object was, of course, untrue, as ev- 
ery one who was present during the com- 
mittee meeting well knows.

This probable development of a lively 
and interesting series é6f cards which deait 
uith municipal issues was forecasted yes- 
terday, for the first time, by friends of 
Alderman J. W. Kilpatrick and M. M. 
Welch. 

Mr. Welch was out of the city yester- 
day on a trip to Nashville. Mr. Kilpat- 
rick was seen at-his home on Highland 
avenue at a late hour last night. 

“Is it true,”’ Mr. Kilpatrick was asked, 
“that suit for libel will be brought by 
Mr. Welch and yourself against the mem- 


bers of the fourth ward committee?’ 

‘‘Nothing has been definitely determined 
as yet,” replied Mr. Kilpatrick. “Mr. 
Welch is out of the city at this time. I 
have no statement to make to the public 
at present.”’ 

The reply of Mr. Kilpatrick indicated 
that he had given the matter of a libel 
suit some consideration, but just what 
steps are contemplated Will probably not 
be given out until] after the return of 
Alderman Welch. 

Among the charges. brought, by the 
members of the fourth ward committee 
against Alderman Welch is that he has 
violated his oath of office; t his vote 
was contracted for by Mr. J®el Hurt, of 
the Atlanta Raflway and Power Company, 
and that he acted in bad faith with his 
constituents, 

The well known fourth ward committee 
signs itself as follows:

TOOK CHLOROFORM WITH 
A SMILE UPON HER FACE 


Her Soldier Lover Was Killed in the 
Philippines on July 4th—She 
Gave No Intimation of 
Sorrow That Shadowed 
Her Soul. 


Leaving the memory of a smile upon 
her face, that gave no intimation of the 
dark despair within her soul, Miss Iris 
Louise Woodruff retired to her room yes- 
terday morning at 67 East Harris street 
and at 1 o’clock she was found lying 
dead upon her bed. ° 

Death had been a transition from a 
deep sleep caused by the effects of the 
chloroform she had taken to.end her life. 

The tragic deatl¥ of one so young and 
so beautiful—for she was only 17 years of 
age and with the fairest touches of love- 
liness upon her face—caused the greatest 
surprise as well as the most profound 
sorrow with those who had known her in 
life. 

When last seen she was talking as if 
there was no thought of trouble on her 
mind and the last memory of her face 
was a pleasant smile. 

There could be but one cause assigned 
for the suicide and that was sorrow for 
a soldier lover who had been shot down 
and killed in the Philippines on July 4 
last. But if this grief had weighed so 
upon her soul that she sought death and 
eternity with him she had fondly loved 
those who were nearest to her knew not 
of it. 

She was the daughter of W. W. Wood- 
ruff, a respected citizen. He saw her last 
yesterday morning about 8 o’clock when 
she told him she believed she would lie 
down in her room for a little while. Her 
mother was away from the city on a 
visit to friends in Griffin. 

Shortly before retiring to her room she 
had chatted pleasantly with the other 
members of the family and there was not 
the slightest cloud upon the bright young 
face to denote the dark shadow that was 
to shortly throw the little family into the 
deepest gloom. 

Seemed To Be Happy. 

Tuesday afternoon Miss Woodruff went 
to Lakewood with a party of friends and 
she was never in a happier or livelier 
mood. She had been the life of the 
party. 

Tuesday night she wads still apparently 
happy. 

Yesterday morning she ate breakfast 
with the family. Shortly after 8 o'clock 
she told her father that she believed she 
would lie down and rest a few minutes. 
She retired to her room and closed the 
door. 

At 1 o’clock yesterday afternoon a ne- 
gro girl went into the room and saw the 
young lady lying across the bed. She 
tried to arouse her sleeping mistress and 
discovered that there were the paleness 
and coldness of death upon her face. 

The family were quickly informed of 
what had occurred. A physician was sent 
for, but he told the father that death had 
entered the home several hours before. 

Coroner Stamps held an inquest yester- 
day afternoon. The physician stated that 
the deceased had taken chloroform and 
had been dead three or four hours when 
found. 

Left Him with a Smile. 

The father could throw no light upon 
the case. He said that when he last saw 
his daughter alive she appeared to be 
free from any trouble and had smiled to 
him when she told him she would retire 
to her room to rest. 

The servant told about the finding of 
the body on the bed. 

The story was told the jury of a soldier 
lover, F. M. Flowers, who had enlisted in 
the army and had gone to the Philip- 
pines. His sweetheart was to wait until 
he returned from the war, when they 
were to have been married. On the 4th 
of July he was killed and the sad news 
was told to the ‘‘maid who had bound 
her warrior’s sash.” She was deeply 
grieved, but as the days passed away she 
seemed to have regained her spirits. It 
was probable, and the jury believed it, 
that grief for her soldier lover had 
gnawed like a canker at the young girl's 
heart. While she tried to bear up and 
not darken her home with her own deep 
sorrow and let smiles dry up the tears 
from her eyes, yet day by day her un- 
seen grief cast deeper gloom upon her 
broken heart. And the end was death 
and the grave. e. 

The verdict of the jury was “suicide 
} with chloroform” and the cause for the 
tragic act was “unknown” in the official 
verdict, but each juror accepted the story 
of a soldier lover and a broken heart.

The Birth of the Moon. 


Professor E. S. Holden, in Harper’s 
Magazine: The earth revolves on its 
axis once in 24 hours. Millions of years 
ago the day was 22 hours; millions of 
years tefore it was 21 hours. As we look 
backward into time we find the earth re- 
volving faster and faster. There was a 
time, years ago, long before geology 
begins, when the earth was rotating in 
a day of five or six hours in length. In 
the remotest past the earth revolved 
in a day of about five hours. It could 
revolve no faster than this and remain 
a single unbroken mass. 

It was at this time that the moon was 
burn--separated, broken off, from the 
parent mass of the earth. The earth was 
then a molten flattened sphere of lava. 
Its whole body was fluid. The tides, 
vVhich nuw are small, superficial, and, so 
to say, local, were then universal and 
immense. They occurred at short inter- 
vals. The whole surface of our globe 
was affected. And the corresponding lu- 
nar tides in the fluid molten moon were 
indefinitely greater still.« 

Our day is now 24 hours; the distance 
of the moon is now 240,000 miles. When 
our day war about five hours long the 
moon was in contact with the earth's 
surface. It bad just broken away from 
iis parent méss. As the length of the 
terrestial day increased, so did the d§- 
tance of the moon. The two quantities 
are connected by inexorable equations. 
If one varies. sc must the other. When- 
ever the rotation time of a planet is 
shorter than the riod ,.of revolution 
of its satellite. the effect of their mutual 
action is to accelerate the motion of the 
satellite and to force it to move in a 
larger crbit—to increase its distance, 
therefore. 

The day of the earth is now shorter 
than the month—the period of revolution 
—of the mocn. The moon its therefore 
slowly receding from us, and it has been 
receding for thousands of centuries. But 
the day of the earth is, as we have secy, 
sicewly growing longer. The finger of the 
tides is always pressing upon the rim 
of our huge fly wheel, and slowly but 
surely ‘essening the speed of its rotation. 
So long as the, terrestial day is shorter 
than the lunar month, the moon wi'l con- 
thue to recede from us.

J, W, Johnson Gives Probable 
Death Wound to Robert Smith, 


ROW WAS ABOUT A COW 


‘Johnson Claims He Used Enife ‘n 
Self Defense—Smith Says Cut- 
ting Was Without Provo- 
cation—Johnson Gives 
Bond. 


Having fallen out about a cow, J. W. 
Johnson and Robert Smith, who are 
brothers in law, had a fight on the lat- 
ter’s fgrm, near Piedmont park, yester- 
day and Johnson used a knife, cutting 
Smith across the abdomen, inflicting a 
wound that may prove fatal. 

Johnson, who claims to have acted in 
self-defense, started to the city. to give 
himegelf up to the sheriff, when he was 
met by County Policemen Hamilton, 
Mathison, Cheshire and Willlams. The 
officers came with him to the city and 
.swore out a warrant for the assault, and 
Johnson immediately gave bond for $1,000 
and returned home. 

Smith runs a dairy farm and he is a 
near neighbor of Johnson. There arose a 
misunderstanding, it is said, about a 
cow and the argument drifted into a 
quarrel, and the quarrels wound up in a 
fight. 

Johnson says that Smith first attacked 
him and that he had to draw his knife 
and u it to defend himself. Smith 
claieantghat he was cut without provoca- 
tion. 

Drs. Nicolson and Walker were called 
to dress Smith’s wound. They found a 
deep cut across the stomach, which had 
to be sewed. The knife penetrated the 
intestines and stomach, inflicting a dan- 
g@erous wound. 

Johnson went over to Smith's dairy in 
the afternoon and the visit is said to 
have been intended as friendly and the 
purpose was to discuss some difference in 
a trade about a cow. Only the two men 
were present when the quarrel began. 
They both have different versions of 
what occurred just prior to the cutting. 

Warrant Sworn Out.’ 

The warrant for Johnson was sworn 
out in Judge Bloodworth's court and the 
case set for a hearing next Saturday.” It 
fs hardly probable, however, that Smith 
eo be well enough to attend court that 


Both men are well known in the county 
and city; having been residents of the 
county for a number of years. 

Last night Dr. Nicolson had Smith 
taken to St. Joseph's infirmary; where 
an operation was performed to relieve the 
bemorrhage and the intense ane that 
the patient was suffering. 

When taken to, the infirmary Smith, wax 


* conscious, but was very weak from the 


loss of blood.

a@ very slim chance of his recovery. Smith 
could make no full statement about the 
fight, merely saying that he was cut 
without provocation. 

If Smith’s wound proves fatal Johnson 
will be re-arrested and held on the charge 
of murder.

TWO SHOW SLIGHT DECREASE 


‘Total Increase in Property Returns | 


from Forty-Seven Counties 
Is $4,778,459. 


Tax digests were received by Comp- 
troller General W. <A. Wright from 
twelve more counties yesterday and the 
taxable property values in Georgia are 
still climbing higher with most of the big 
counties yet to be heard from. 

With one exception the south Georgia 
counties heard from so far all show good 
increases. The exception is Effingham 
county, which shows a decrease in re- 
turns over last year of $2,107. The amount 
is small, but it appears to indicate that 
Effingham has not been keeping pace in 
progress with her sister counties in that 
section of the state. The only other 
county out of the twelve heard from 
which showed a decrease in taxable val- 
ues was Warren, which is $25,612 behind 
last year. 

The following ten counties whose di- 
gests came in yesterday show increases 
in their tax returns as follows: 

Milton, $7,710; Tattnall, $101,795; Wilkes, 
$1,998; Dodge, $107,186; Heard, $33,610; Mil- 
ler, $61,935; Falbot, $53,533; Gilmer, $11,475; 
Brooks, $206,545, and Harris, $90,044. 

It will be seen that Tattnall, Brooks, 
Miller and Dodge counties, all of which 
are in the southern part of the state, all 
show healthy increases in their property 
returns. The southern counties continue 
to come to the front in this respect and 
are making an unusually good showing. 

The total increase in the ten counties 
stated above is $676,731. From the di- 
gests received up to date forty-seven 
counties show an increase 6f $4,778,49 in 
taxable values, while eight counties show 
a total decrease of $124,767.

tween James J. Corbett and Charlie 
Mitchell. According to Mr. Terrell, prize 
fighting, boxing matches and encounters 
of that kind serve no useful purpose, 
tend to breaches of the peace and are an- 
lawful, even when entered into by agree- 
ment and without anger or mutual ill 
will. Following are some of the ex- 
preesicns of Mr. Terrell, taken from his 
report: 
Definition of Assault. 

“In reply to a request from the gov- 
ernor, I investigated the question as to 
whether prize fighting was a crime in this 
state, and gave him an official opinion to 
the effect that it was acrime. A review 
of this question, and a reexaminatton of 
the authorities ccnfirm me in the opinion 
which I gave the governor. Our code 
defines an assault to be ‘an attempt to 
commit a violent irjury on the person of 
another,’ and a battery as ‘the unlawful 
keating of another.’ Netther malice nor 
anger is an essential element of the of- 
fense of assault and battery. 

“Men ugually fight from passion to 
avenge an insult, or for protection of self 
or preperty. The latter motive is recog- 
nized as a-moral as well as a legal right 
and duty. In all of these cases there is 
a motive which the law recognizes even 
if it does not axcuse, and it punishes 
or justifies according to the tnjury in- 
tended or inflicted, the nature of the cause 
which excited the passion, the character 
of the insult. or the necessity of self- 
protection. A prize fight is a firht for a 
prize—it is, nevertheless, a fight which 
brings blood, and maiming, and pain, and 
physical injurv; it may be without maltce 
—it is not without violence; it may be 
opened with a handshake—-it is ended with 
a knock down for a prize—that is for the 
belt and the purse, or rather the purse 
an'l the belt. 

Intention Same as Commission. 


“Section 4712 of the code provides that 
if ary person shall ettempt to commit an 
offense prohibited by law, and in such 
attempt shall do any act toward the eom- 
mission of such offense, but shall fall in 
the perpétration or shall be prevented or 
intercepted from executing the same, 
such person shall be indicted for misde- 
meanor, If eny person tntend to engage 
in a prize fight in this state, and he 
sha!l be prevented or intercented, or even 
if he, desist after the attempt to do so, 
this would not relieve him from being 
guilty of an assault. 

“Ay careful reading ard consideration 
of the authorities, I think, will convince 
the mest doubtful that parties who en- 
gage in prize fighting in this state, with 
or without gloves, are guilty of the of- 
fense of assault and battery.” 


SAVANNAH WILL NOT OBJECT. 


Acting Mayor Dixon Says There Is 

‘No Law There Against Scien- 

tific Glove Contests. 

Savannah, Ga., July 31.—(Spectal.)— 
Acting Mayor James M. Dixon today gave 
cut an itnterview strongly approving of 
the proposed Jeffries-Ruhlin prize ficht 
at Savannah. To a telegram from The 
New York World inquiring whether he 
would “aecord with Governor Candler in 
granting a permit to Jeffries and Ruhtin 
to fight," and asking tis opinion on 
pugilism ag a manly art, the acting mayor 
replied as’ follows: 

‘‘The city of Savannah has no ordinance 
prohibiting sperring eontests with its 
mits, no® is there any probability of 
the passage of cne in the near future. 
Sparring @ontests heave been held here 
frequently, Soth amateur and ~profes- 
sional. I can see no reason why any dis- 
tinction showld be raised as to Jeffries 
end Rubklin. They sre merely more 
scientific aid more skillfil cxponents of 
the art of defense. 

“There have been no objections ratsed 
as to the minor sparring contests, ari 
apparently bit a small protest so far 
against the more ncted professionals giv- 
ing a sctentific exhibition here. There ts 
no reason why the city authorities should 
rrevent or irterfere with the proposed 
contest, if ‘it is purely a scientific boxing 
contest ‘@8 advertised, and I do not think 
there will be any interferen::e. 

“There has always been considerable 
interest manifested here in sparrtne bouts 
as well as in other athletic amusements, 
end the community does not seem to have 
suffered as a result. I agree with Vice

There ts a possibility of local show- 
ers, which have prevatied lately over the 
state. 

The past month has been the warmest 
July since 1893. In twenty-three years there 
have been but four other Julys recording 
as high an average temperature. Last 
month was only the fifth July that has 
ever gone on record with an average of 80 
degrees. In 1893 it was 81,

The hottest day of the month and the 


hottest July day in fourteen years was the 
2th, with a 97.6 maximum and also the 
highest mean, 83. 

The coolest day was the Sth, ranging 
between 62 and 838. 

Although the month seemed a dry one, 
it was not so im fact. Most of the rain fell 
in heavy downpours in four days. leaving 
little during the greater part of the time. 
There were ten days recording rain to the 
amount of 5.87 inches, while the normal 
gives but 4.89.

tions on political economy; Laicy Dean. 
inspector of British factories, and a Miss 
Scarlett are the four women honored by 
the British government in being appointed 
& committee to investigate and suggest 
methods for the conduct of the Boer refu- 
gee camps of south Africa. The appoint- 
ment of these women is said to have been 
made after no little consideration on the 
pamt of the secretary of war, Brodrick, 
when he sent’ their names for confirma- 
tion to the house of commons,and -there 
bas been a great deal of comment on the 
subject, both among the people and the 
press of England. The incident dem- 
onstrates the growing ~ appreciation 
of. the fact that women 
naturally fitted for any positions 
that require investigation of details, 
keen insight and philanthropic principle, 
While their growing interest in sociolog- 
ical problems and their intelligent inves- 
tigation of them makes their opinions 
valuable along lines that pertain to all 
Classes of people.
